MONARCHS IN EXILE. 
An interesting picture of the contrast in 
public interest between the desire for news 
concerning the exile of the Emperor Na­ 
poleon and the lack of curiosity concerning 
the private affairs of the various monarche 
exiled as a result of the World War is given 
by a writer*in the London 
Times. 
The 
article says: 
- “From majesty to domesticity is a de­ 
scent which the world views in different 
ways. Its attitude is apt to be regulated by 
that of the great person involved— by his 
iormer quality and his present potentiality. 
This is sufficient reason why nobody should 
now feel such an interest in Madiera as 
Everybody felt in St. Helena. 
: “Lord Roseberry, in his book on ‘Na­ 
poleon: the Last Phase,’ tells us, The in­ 
terest in the captive was intense. 
Every 
scrap of news from St. Helena was eagerly 
devoured by the public. 
The craving for 
each fragment of intelligence was so great 
that it was scarcely 
possible to preserve 
from the avidity of the press the most pri­ 
vate letters written from St. Helena.

FULLY UP-TO-DATE. 
The amazing swiftness with which the 
Japanese have adopted western ways has 
often been the subject of comment. 
In an 
astonishingly short space of time they have 
“westernized” 
their country. 
After all, 
how ever, the rapidity w ith which they have 
accomplished this is not so surprising if 
there is any truth in the old saying that 
“where there’s a will there’s a way” ; for 
the Japanese have gone at this business of 
W’esternizing themselves with the utmost 
determination and truly irresistible zeal, 
and they have paid attention to the little 
things as w ell as to the big ones. 
Here is an illustration. 
Masanao Hani- 
hara, a member of the Japanese delegation 
to the Washington 
conference, 
issued a 
statement to the press correspondents, and 
this statement, accompanied by a beautiful 
map of Shantung w as mailed to many newg- 
papers by the Japanese delegation. 
Here 
is the way Mr. Hannihara’s statement be­ 
gan: 
“The popular idea in America seems 
to be that Japanese have overrun the 
Chinese province 
of Shantung, 
that 
they control the railways, the govern­ 
ment, and everything else. 
That is all 
‘bunk,’ gentlemen. If any of you here 
believe that is the case, you have had 
one put over on you.” 
It will be observed that Mr. Hannihara is 
thoroughly westernized even to his choice 
of words. 
He speaks the American lan­ 
guage in its most extreme form. 
At the 
very beginning he pops right out with two 
examples of American slang, his idea evi­ 
dently being to show' us right away that the 
Japanese delegates are not antique feudal 
Samurai or anything like that but up-to- 
date, live-wire, moderns. 
His effort is entirely successful. It is not 
only plain (hat the Japanese delegates are 
modern; they are evidently the most mod­ 
ern of all the delegates and are far more 
advanced than 
either 
the British or the 
American delegates, 
for 
instance. 
We 
doubt whether either Mr. Balfour or Mr. 
Hughes has ever used the word “bunk” or 
declared that “you have had one put over 
on you.” 


WHY EUROPE CANT PAY. 


Senator Borah says that as long as the 
Versailles Treaty remains the law of Eu­ 
rope it w’ill be futile for the United States 
to seek a satisfactory adjustment of the 
foreign debt. 
If, however, the Versailles 
Treaty were revised and the Allied nations 
reduced their armies to a reasonable ex­ 
tent, in the opinion of Mr. Borah, those na­ 
tions not only could meet the interest pay­ 
ments due the United States, but could 
retire part of the principal of the debt as 
well. 
That is probably true; and it is also true 
lat, but for Mr. Borah and others like him, 
.he Versailles Treaty would probably have 
been revised before this, the Allied nations 
would have reduced their armies and the 
interest payments at least would now be 
coming in. 
The Versailles Treaty carried within it­ 
self the means by which it could be revised. 
They were put into it by President Wilson, 
w’ho foresaw that revision would be neces­ 
sary. 
If the United States had accepted 
the treaty as Mr. Wilson 
proposed, 
the 
United 
States 
would 
have 
been 
in 
a position not only to propose its revision, 
but to insist upon its revision; and since 
England has been trying hard 
to 
bring 
about its revision, it is certain that England 
would have supported us in our effort and 
that the Treaty would have been revised. 
Instead, the republicans— and Mr. Borah 
was among the foremost of them— refused 
to let the United States go into the Treaty, 
so that we have been unable all this time 
to do anything tow ards securing its revision 
and are still unable to do anything effective 
towards that end— unless the administra­ 
tion manages to screw up enough courage 
at this late day to support Lloyd George in 
his plan for a settlement of the question. 
Mr. Eorah is complaining about condi­ 
tions for which he and his fellow republi­ 
cans are directly and wholly responsible.
